Olyde,’’ ran amuck in the broom shop of 

‘Auburn prison this morning. He was armed 
withasharp knife used in cutting broom 
corn and first attacked Charles Peck, a fel- 
low convict from Westchester County, leav- 
ing him dead in his tracks. 

He next fatally stabbed Daniel Britten, a 
convict, and wounded twoothers before he 
was shot at by a keeper and rendered power- 
less. The blade entered Britten’s stomach, 
and he now lies in a precarious condition 
in the hospital. It is thought he will die. 

Johnson stabbed right and left whiie he 
was atliberty, and several other convicts 
suffered severe cuts. The blade of Johnson’s 
knife was broken off during the melee and 
cannot be found. He directed a vicious blow 
at Keeper Mitchell afterthe blade had been 
broken, but it did not penetrate his clothing. 

The keeper drew his revolver, but just as 
he was about to pull the trigger somebody 
hit his arm and the ball went wide of its 
mark. Itfrightened Johnson into surren- 
dering, however, and he offered no further 
resistance. He was taken to the prison 
jail. 

Peck came to his death by a wound in the 
Dreast, which penetrated the heart. The 
autopsy showed a gash in the heart in which 
a finger could be inserted. 

The cause of the trouble is said to have 
been an old grudge held by Johnson against 
a number of convicts in the shop, and he had 
made a threat that as soon as Capt. Baker 
had a day off he would do up the shop. Baker 
was not on duty to-day and Jonnson started 
in early to carry his threat into execution. 

Johnson was first sentenced to Auburn in 
1885 for ten years for assault in the first de- 
gree. He was releaged a year ago in Janu- 
ary but was rearrested at the gate after a 
desperate struggle and was taken back to 
Ciyde for trial on other indictments. He 
came back ona sentence ot four years, and 
had not given any trouble until this morn- 
ing. He had also served a term in Sing Sing 
for receiving stolen property.

Delegate Jose Marti, a well-known Cuban 
patriot and member of the Council of Direc- 
tion, presided, and Gonzale de Quesada 
acted as secretary. Quesada is secretary of 
the Council of Direction. By a unanimous 
vote the election ofthe party’s delegates in 
Cuba was approved, after which the situa- 


ion in the island was discussed at great 


length. The speakers were: Estrada Palma, 
ex-Presidentof Cuba; Juan F. Raga, presi- 
dent of the new branch of his party; Dele- 
gate Marti, Carlos Zahonet, Secretary Que- 
sada and Treasurer Benjamin J. Gurrero. 
While no open declaration was made that

expedition to Cuba in the near future, 
idea was clearly conveyed by statements 
that money in plenty had been collected to 
send men, arms and ammunition the mo- 
ment it should be decided that extreme 
measures were the only resort.

the defense of the Spanish Government. 

Jose Marti, the delegate of the Cuban revo- 
lutionary party, was formerly Consul-Gen- 
eral of Argentina in this country, but when 
the Home Rule party in Cuba found that it 
could not expect any justice from the Span- 
ish Government Mr. Marti resigned his office 
and became the chief organizer of the 
revolutionary party. He has organized 
numerous Cuban revolutionary clubs in this 
country, Jamaica, and other places, and has 
had the men drilled so as to bein readiness 
to take the field against the Spanish in Cuba. 

Sonsalo de Quesada, the Secretary of the 
revolutionary party, is 24 years old, and 
came to this country when 9 years ofage. He 
has had an American education. He, with 
Mr. Martin and Benjamin Guerra, are the 
three principal executive officers of the 


party.

THE RUSSIAN-AMERICAN NATIONAL: LEAGUE 
AGITATION AGAINST IT. 


New York, April 17.~The Russian-Amerti- 
can League, of which N. Altenikoff ts Chair - 
man, proposes to take the sense of the Amer- 
ican people on the Russian treaty by hold- 
ing meetings in all the chief centers of popu- 
lation for the purpose of having petitions 
addressed to President Cleveland, requesting 
nim to refuse to ratify the treaty. A state- 
ment signed by a number of influential citi- 
zens, including Francis C. Barlow. Wm. E, 
Doage, Samuel Sloan, Wm. Lloyd Garrison, 
Jesse Seligman, Wm. R. Grace, Morris K. 
Jessup, John-Clafiin, F. B. Thearber, Or- 
lando B. Potter and J. Edward Simons, 
pointing out the objections to the ratification 
of the tre aty, Is attached i» the petition, 

It is detlared in the petitfon that for this 
country whose criminal law was framed to 
protect the rightof theindividual to makea 
treaty with a government which does not 
recognize theright of trial by jury or permit 
the political prisoner to employ his own 
counsel, would be to convert our judiciary 
system into an instrument of foreign tyranny. 
Whatever the feeling in regard toa certain 
class of political refugees from Russia, it is 
contended that the United States should not 
sanction their expulsion at the sacrifice of 
every principle of personal liberty held so 
dear by the Americon people. 

After reciting the method of procedure 
under the provisions of the Federal statutes 
to obtain the extradition of a foreigner, it is 
stated that it was not until 1886 that the 
principle was established by the Supreme 
Court that a man could be extradited for one 
crime and tried for another and that no 
matter what thetreaty might provide in re- 
lation to this question, its terms could not be 
enforced in a country like Russia, where 
trials were secret. Under the extradition 
law, as interpreted by the Federal courts, an 
extradition treaty with Russia is, therefore, 


regarded as unsafe.

OMAHA, Neb., April 17.—Six hundred men 
employedin the Union Pacific shops here 
struck at noon to-day. The men who went 
out were the machinists, boilermakers, 
blacksmiths, molders and engine-makers. 
The employes say the company has acted in 
bad faith concerning the fulfillment of an 
agreement entered into to allow the force of 
men employed to reduce itself when the time 
was below the standard of nine hours a day. 

It is claimed that the company, instead of 
allowing the force of men employed to re- 
duce itself naturally, has kept the full quota 
of men, and in some shops, Omaha included. 
has increased the force. The company not 
only increased the force, but reduced 
the standard of time from nine hours 
to eight hours for a week-day, Jan. 15 of 
this year. The employes claim to have a 
written agreement signed by Genera IMan- 
ager Dickinson and Assistant Superintendent 
M ertzheimer to reduce the force so as to per- 
mit the inauguration of a gine hours a day 
basis instead of eight hours. 

During the month of January the company 
violated this agreement and an unsuccessful 
effort toeffecta settlement of the trouble 
has resulted in the strike. 

Fully 3,000 men are involed in the movement 
atthe towns where shops are located, at 
Omaha, Salt Lake, Cheyenne, Ogden, Port- 
land, Kansas City, Laramie and at most 
points where roundhouses are located. The 
men are saidto be well organized and are 
thoroughly united for the purpose of with-

WHAT BANKERS. THINK. 


Secretary Carlisle’s Latest Order Commented on 


by New York Financiers. 

NEW YorK, April17.—The order of Secre- 
tary Carlisle that the issue of gold certifi- 
cates should cease forms the topic of diséus- 
sion in financial circles. Anumber of bank 
presidents and men in high financial post- 
tions were interviewed and what they said 
shows that among men of special Knowledge 
and training there is wide diversity of 
opinion. 

President Vannorff of the Bank of North 
America said, in reply to a question as 
to what he thought of the situ 
ation: ‘‘*Thereis nothing unnatural in the 
balance of trade being against us. That 
shows that the country is prosperous and 
that ourimports are greater than our ex- 
ports. Theonly way the Government can 
maintain its $100,000,000 reserve is by the sale 
of bonds, Its bonds could be sold with the 
greatest facility and they should be soid 
abroad. In England they would be taken 
eagerly. 

There is no occasion for any uneasiness. 
This is simply an incident. I do aot think 
the gold exports are due to holding back our 
products. Our country is so prosperous it 
has bought largely abroad. The World's Fair 
will keep money at home and bring in a good 
deal of metal. 

P. C. Lounsberry, President of the Mer- 
chants’ Exchange National Bank, said that 
he expected to see the gold in the Treasury 
decrease. He expected to see gold certifi- 
cates turned in for gold. He thought the 
action of the Secretary of the Treasury would 
scare people and that they would draw gold 
and hoard it. Still he saw no reason for 
alarm with 5100, 000, 000 of gold in the Treas- 
ury. 

President G. G. Willlams said: ‘‘I do not 
see why this order should have any effect. It 


is simply a compliance with the law. It 
always seemed tome hard to comprehend 
why the provision was inserted in the law. 
Why should they stop issuing gold certificates 
because the gold runs below $100,000,000? It 
would seem as if they ought to be more 
anxious to issue them. I don’t think it 
frightful at all that the reserve should go be- 
low $100,000,000. do not see any reason why 
it should create any stringency. Adverse 
foreign trade is a feature of the present con- 
dition of affairs, which appears to me of 
more consequence than the cessation of the 
issue of gold certificates.

The Provisional Govern- 
ment leaders have no hope except annexa- 
tion. They know and confess that they can- 
not maintain an independent existence, but 
would be voted down at once, not merely by 
the natives, but by a considerable number of 
Americans and other foreign residents. The 
impression of carefal observers is that they 
are in the situation of a man who held a bear 
by the pawsand did not know how to let go 
without help. They would quit if they saw 
how to quit. The influence of che Queen and 
ali her advisers is exerted so far to keep the 
people absolutely quiet, waiting for President 
Cleveland’s decision, which they believe will 
be just, and restore the Constitutional Gov- 
ernment. No one except a very few absurd 
people fear any vfolent or lawless outbreaks 
outside of Honolulu, and here only if annex- 
ation should unendurably irritate the people, 
as some of the less judicious seem inclined 
to do.

SCHUYLER MEMORIAL CORNER-fTONE. 


It Was La‘d This Afternoon With Appro- 
priate Ceremonies. 


The corner-stone of Schuyler Memorial 
House, situated on Locust street, between 
Twelfth and Thirteenth streets, in the 
rear of Christ Church Cathedral, was 


laid this afternoon at 4 o’clock b 
Rt. Rev. Daniel S. Tuttle, Bishop of Missouri, 
assisted by the Episcopal clergy of the city. 
Many of the parishioners of Christ Church 
and prominent Episcopalians from other 
parishes witnessed the ceremony. The 
muste was by the choir of Christ Church. The 
processional was the hymn begin- 
ning „For thee, O dear, dear coun- 
try.’ When the procession reached 
the appointed place, the Blshop recited the 
prayers prescribed bythe ritual, including 
verses 10-17 from chapter 29 of I. Chronicles 
and psalm 19. The list of deposits was then 
read and the case containing them was 
placed in the cavity of the stone. 
The stone was then adjusted and the Bishop 
recited the Apostles' Creed. The Bishop 
then struck the stone three times with a 
hammer, saying at the same time: 

In the faith of Jesus Christ we place ante headstone 
in the foundation, inthe name of the Father, the 
Son and the Hel ‘Ghost, that here X faith, the 
fear of God and rotheriy love may dwell; and that 
this place may be set apart for the instruction of the 
young, the spiritea! benefit of all who shall dwell or 
gather here, and for the honor aad glory of the 
name of the same our Lord Jesus Christ. Who liv- 
eth and reigneth, with the Father ond 2 Holy 
Ghost, one God, world without end. Am 

Other foundation can no man lay than that is laid, 
even Jesus Christ; who is God overall, blessed for- 
evermore,and in whom we have redemption through 
his blood, even the forgiveness of sins.

AN OBJECT LESSON. 

A little band of reformers in Detroit are 
getting some unpleasant but valuable ex- 
perience out of their attempt to munici- 
palize the street railways and lighting 
plant. There is a strong public sentiment 
behind the movement, and it would prob- 
ably be easily carried were it not for cer- 
tain gentle influences brought to bear 
upon the reforming Mayor’s supporters in 
the Assembly. 

One of these, a plumberand gasfitter, 
who was boycotted by the railway, elec- 
tric light and other moneyed interests of 
the city, resigned his seat in the City 
Council in order to save himself from 
threatened bankruptcy. He is not will- 
ing to impoverish himself by continuing 
an tnequal fight. The City Comptroller 
isanother supporter of the Mayor’s pro- 
posals and he is under ‘‘pressure’’ of the 
same kind. It is a shame, said he, 
but I experience the same thing every 
day. At my club and at my bank pressure is 
brought to bear to induce me to leave 
Mayor Pingree, and little insinuations 
that hurt my business or social standing 
are thrown out. Luckily I am so situated 
that I may live without being actively en- 
gaged in business. 

This is a good illustration of plutocratic 
franchise-grabbing methods. The same 
game has been played in St. Louis, where 
public officers have been whipped into line 
by threats of social or business disaster. 
They go counter to their convictions be- 
cause they dare not offend men whose 
wealth makes them powerful and respect- 
ed. And one of the worst consequences of 
this condition is that men really competent 
to undertake public trusts are growing 
more and more reluctant to go into local 
politics. Incapable and corrupt men hold 
the balance of power in municipal as- 
semblies. They ‘‘run’’ the city for their 
private profit, while the people are handed 
over to the tender mercy of monopolists, 
who thrive on revenues which belong in 
the public treasury. 


WILL THE “PUSH” TRIUMPH? 

The manner in which Mayor Walbridge 
andthe Republican majority in the City 
Council meet the pressing demand of Re- 
publican bosses and organs for a clean 
sweep of Democratic officials in the City 
Hall will afford convincing evidence of the 
real meaning of the recent Republican 
victory. The demand isa fair test of the 
dominating spirit and purpose of the new 
Republican administration. 

If it were customary and in accordance 
with law for the Mayor to name the heads 
of departments at the beginning of his 
term aclean sweep might be accepted asa 
natural consequence of the election and 
the only material for judgment upon the 
purposes of the administration would be 
found in the character of the appointees. 
But under the charter appointive officials 
hold over for two years and may be removed 
only for cause. The demand, there- 
fore, of the party machine involves not 
only the question of fitness but of regard 
for the fundamental law of the city. 

The assertion that the sweeping election 
of Republican candidates was a command 
to clean out all appointees of the late ad- 
ministration and that the cause of reform 
demands it is of course merely balderdash, 
a bit of knavish sophistry which is used to 
veil partisan purposes. So also must be 
regarded such a silly claim as that all 
Noonan appointees are necessarily bad, 
even if it were not estopped by the fact 
that Mayor Walbridge indorsed the per- 
sonal fitness of nearly all of them by vot- 
ingin the Council to confirm their ap- 
pointment. 

The Walbridge administration cannot 
hide disregard of the charter or blind citi- 
zens to its real purposes by stupid trick- 
ery of that kind. If removals are made 
for proven condustin office affording true 
and sufficient cause of removal the sin- 
cere intent of the administration to ob- 
serve the charter and give the city a clean 
government must be admitted. But on 
the other hand if removals are made on 
trumped up charges of unfitness or unbe- 
coming conduct the subservience of the 
administration to spoils bossism will 
be demonstrated. This course would 
prove that we had exchanged government 
by the Democratic ‘‘push’’ for govern-

The Fresident’s Time. 
From the New York WORLD. 

No business man in any responsible position 
permits himself to be overrun with callers on 
all sorts ot errauds. It would be impossible 
to do business in any large city without care- 
ful restrictions upon the reception of callers. 

It is saia, of course, that the President is 
the ‘‘servant of the people,’’ and that he 
should be accessible to them. But it only re- 
quires the application of a little simple 
arithmetic toshow the inmipossibility of put- 
ting this theory in practice. If the million 
anda half of applicants for the hundred and 
fifty thousand offices should descend upon the 
President, in the exercise of this assumed 
right, the poor man would be either crazy or 
dead before the first quarter of his term was 
ended. And what right has one office-seeker 
that all do not equally possess? 

The whole thing is as absurc as it is wrong. 
The Presidency is a great business office, and 
it should be condccted upon business 
methods. The filling of the offices is but a 
very small part of the President’s work. It 
should not be allowed to consume the larger 
part of his time.

TUMBLE AFFAIR. 


Sports Held High Carnival--Everything

THAT SYRIAN PALIMPSEST. 


Dr. Oyrus Adler en Prof. Harris’ Find in 


the Convent of Mount Sinai. 


been excited among scholars in the Capital] 
City by the publication of the cablegram 
stating that Prof. Fendel Harris of Cam- 
bridge had reported to rrof. Nestle at the 
Tubingen University that he had discovered 


in the convent on Mount Sinai a palimpsest 
containing the complete Syriac text of the 
four gospels. 

The gospels,’’ said Dr. Cyrus Adler of the 
Smithsonian Institution, it is believed, were 
originally written in a dialect current in 
Palestine, and especially in Gallilee, a mix- 
ture ofthe Hebrew and Syriac. We know 
that it was not pure Hebrew from the 
presence of such expressions as the one 
Christ used on the cross, ‘‘Elol! Eloi! lama 
sabacthani!’’ (My God! My God! Why hast 
Thou forsaken me!) which Is of Syrian origin. 
So ever since the modern search for sources 
of the scripture bewan it has been directed in 
part to the discovery or what was believed to 
be this original text of the gospels. If that 
is what is now discovered its value and im- 
portance cannot be overestimated. The 
common version is from Greek translations 
of the original. Prof. Harris, whom know 
quite well, is particularly well qualified to 
judge of the authenticity of such a dis- 
covery.’’
